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THE TWO YEARS since the Yom 

War have not brought the 
USSR the rewards it hoped to reap 
{in the area for its all-out support 
of Egypt and Syria during the 
war. Indeed, these two years have 
witnessed an almost surprisingly 
defensive posture on the part of 
the Soviets in the face of growing 
American successes. 

Judging from both Soviet 
behaviour and propaganda, even 
thelr apparent successes — such 
as thelr serious inroads into the 
once unfriendly state of Libya — 
have by no means compensated 
the Soviets for their losses and 
near-losses. 


JUST WHAT has occurred, and 
what alternatives has it left the 
Soviets? 

Moscow ‘entered’ the Yom 
Kippur War In a state of conten- 
fion and disagreement with the 
Arabs, particularly the Egyp- 
tlans. This situntion had began at 
least a year earlicr with Sadat's 
expulsion of the nearly 20,000 
Soviet experts; it had continued 
primarily over the issues of Egyp- 
ilan independence and desire to go 
to war. Not only was this disagree- 
ment nol dropped during the war 
Itgelf, but new disagreements 
cropped up, with the Egyptians 
complaining over the amount and 
ming of Soviet deliveries, and 
the situation was further 
aggravated when πυρὶ, Syriu, 

iq and othors were complaining 
aboul Sovict attempts to galn an 

eense-fire, 

All this Is history now, but the 
important point is that the Soviet 
Union found itself afler October, 
1973 on the defensive vis-a-vin the 
Arabs, and had repeatedly to 
pealy and explain its position for 
μ᾿ ir benefit. This was probably 

the more disconcerting to the 

viets because in aiding the

Soviet ‘satrap, refusing to this 
day to sign a Friendship Pact with 
Moscow and casting an occasional 
glance towards U.S. economic 
promises. And Iraq, once almost 4 
‘tsure thing'' in Soviet 
calculations, has been squeczing 
the Soviets out since it settled the 
dispute with neighbouring Iran. 


THE MOST immediate Soviet 
reaponse to tho problems with 
these Arab states was an attempt 
to arms-blackma!l Sadat, that is, 
to withhold deliveries of impor- 
tant equipment and/or spare 
parts and possibly even to de- 
mand the return of some Soviet 
personnel to Egypt. Thia aid not 
work, however — no more than 
the suspension of Soviet arms 
deliverles immediately after 
Sadat's expulsion of the experts in 
1972 succeeded In deterring Sadat 
from preparing for war with the 
resources he had at his disposal at 
the beginning of 1973. . 

A second Soviet tactic was 
designed both to bring preesure on 


Sadat and to combat America's - 


owing success in the Middle 
East. nis tactic consisted in 
Soviet support for the more 
radical elements of the Arab 
camp, the so-called ‘refusal 
front," Including the PLO and 
Libya. Thus the Soviets presented 
themselves as the only champions 
of al] the Arabs demands, t.e., full 
Israeli withdrawal and the rights 
of the. Palestinians — 48 distinct 
from the Americans, who, 
Moscow argued, stdod only for 
partial solutions. This tactic was 
also designed to prevent an 
Eigyptlan-atyle move westward on 
the part.of Syria. 

The interesting point, however, 


ig that the Soviets didnot use thelr. 


support for the radical Arabs — ot 


or influence over the Arabs to pre- 
vent the outbreak of war, and 
these wars — as the last one show- 
ed most pointedly — bring on the 
very real danger of Soviet- 
American confrontation, 
threatening Soviet achievements 
not only in the Middle East but 
almost everywhere. 


GIVEN BOTH the lack of control

Arab-Israeli conflict — risks 
aggravated by some decline in the

any other groups or activities — to 
actually thwart the negotiations 
conducted by Dr. Kissinger. 
Rather the Soviets presented thoir 
own position as the key factor 
either in actually bringing about 
the negotiations (this was the line 
concerning the disengagement 
agreement with Egypt, which 
Moscow claimed was the result of 
the Geneva Conference), or in 
achieving a better agreement for 
the Arabs (the Syrian dis- 
engagement). 

Indeed, Moscow received. both: 
of those agreements with a cer- 
taln amount of praise, having ob- 
tained in the Syrian case at least 
some semblance of its own par- 
ticipation. It might be argued that 
the Soviets had little choice but to 
acquiesce in the American- 
sponsored negotiations, since 
their own deterlorating position 
deprived them of any truly effec- 
tive means of torpedoing the 
talks. But the fact remains that 
aside from some propaganda 
swipes at “partial” settlements, 
the Soviets did not try to impede 
Kissinger's diplomatic efforts and 
even went so far as to give them a 
atamp of approval. 

This behaviour on the part of 
Moscow, even though it has in- 
volved tactical support for the 
“refusal front," suggesta that the 
Soviets might not-be totally averse 
to a settlement of the Arab-Israeli 
conflict... provided, of course, 
that such a settlement protected 
some of their interests in the area. 
as well. Indeed there are Indica- 
tions that, sometime In the past 
two or three years, the Soviets 
may have-changed their basic at- 
titude to the Arab-Israeli conflict. 
Although {t had Been very useful 
to their penetration of the area in 


. the past, they now appear to have 


concluded that the. cénflict cannot 
be kept on a “low flame" as they 
had probably wanted. Moscow 
itself lacks the necessary. control 
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it(for example, the loss of six or 
seven air bases in Egypt In 1872) 
— the Soviets might be content 


ἢ with shoring up presence in the 


Middie East by other means. 

A settlement to which the 
Soviets could be a party, and for 
which the Soviet Union would be a 
guarantor or a co-guarantor 
(whether by means of an actual 
military presence, as part of a 
Soviet-American or UN. peace- 
keeping force, or only by means of 
less direct supervision of the 
agreement), might promise 
greater stability In the long run 
for Soviet interests. As a party to 
the settlements the Soviets could 
gain legitimacy, even formal 
recognition, for their presence 
here — and legitimacy is 
something the Soviet regime has 
long sought for itself, as 
demonstrated by the Kremlin's 
arduous efforts to have a Euro- 
pean Security Conferonce to 
recognize the post-World War IT 
European borders. 

Without going into the details of 
the type of aettlement the Soviets 
might find acceptable, it is ob- 
vious that the principal factor in 
their eyes must be Soviet par- 
ticipation. It was thia element 
which was so blatantly missing 


from the latest agreement 


between Egypt’ and Istael. Not 
only were the Soviets completely 
excluded from the talks, as they 
had been in the first Egyptian- 
Israeli agreement, but this new 
accord provided for what the 
Soviets view as an exclusive U.S. 
presence and peace-keeping role. 

Yet in itself the statloning of 
American technicians in Sinal 
may not be 50 pernicfous in Soviet 
eyes, for it might provide a prece- 
dent not only for a aimilar Soviet 
presence, say on the Syrian 


‘border, but even more significant- 


ly — over the long run —. for an 
American commitment to par- 
ticipation in some future joi 
peace-keeping force. That is why, 
despite their (rather limited) 
propaganda attack, designed 
primarily to please the more 
radical Arab forces, particularly 
Syria, the Soviets do not appear te 
be wholly opposed to the agree- 
ment. Hven bearing in mind the 
promises that Gromyko may have 
received from Kissinger-eariier, it 
[15 still notable that the Soviet 
Foreign Minister's speech to the 
UN General Assembly concen- 
trated not on attacking the agree- 
ment juat signed but on the future, 
that is on negotiations to which the 
USSR could be a party.

AEASGESOMENT IN THE KREMILIN 


The meeting between the Foreign Ministers of the USSR and Israel in New York last week has again focused world attention on the 
Kremlin srole in our area, And this, says GALIA GOLAN, may indeed have been Andrei Gromyko's main purpose in openly acknow- 
ledging his meeting with Yigal Allon: to help bring the Soviet Union right back into the very centre of the Middle Eastern scene. 


behind the scenes. In this respect 
there are all the signs, Including a 
reported Gromyko interview with 
an American newspaper — and 
the few “leaks'* from hia talk with 
Yigal Allon — that the Soviets are 
willing, even anxious, to get on 
with the next stage if it takes the 
form of an “informal forum, 
such ag the one proposed by 
Kinsinger, so long as it includes 
the Soviets. ἃ» 
IT WAS ALMOST as if to un- 
derline this fact that Gromyko 


met with Allon, even issuing anof- . 


ficial statement which 
acknowledged the holding of 
talks. What the meeting 
represented was therefore, above 
all, a Soviet effort to persuade 
Israel, as one party to the Middle 
East negotiations, to agree to the 
return of Moscow to the peace- 
making proceas. Such Soviet bids 
have reportedly been made at 
previous: unofficial encounters 
between Soviet and Israell 
diplomats, but now Gromyko 
Himeelf scems to be providing an 
essential condition for success 
when he indirectly — and accor- 
ding to one Interview even direct- 
ly — suggests that the PLO need 
not be present at the mooted talks. 
(In his UN speech Gromyko used 
the more moderate Soviet for- 
mula for PLO participation, ex- 
eluding the phrase ‘'represen- 
tatives on an equal footing with 
other delegations." This may 
have been done partly in 
deference to Syrian-Jordanian 
plans, but quite probably also asa 
way of removing ἃ serious 
obstacle from the path of Arab- 
Israeli settlement. In his inter- 
viow in America Gromyko said 
specifically that the PLO need not 
be —imitially — present at the 
talke.) 

It would be very aurprising if 

the resumption of Soviet-Israeli 
relations was not discussed by 
Allon and Gromyke, for without it 
the Soviets can hardly expcet to 
gain Israel's acceptance for any 
kind of permanent role as a 
guarantor of a settlement. The 
cnly question 18 how soon — at 
what polnt along the road — tles 
will have to be renewed. Poasibly, 
though not necessarily, thls may 
coincide with the making of anew 
agreement with the Syrians. 
- Gromyko'a willingness openly 
to acknowledge his meeting with 
Allon is one clear sign that 
Moscow Is no tonger bound by 
Arab approbation or disapproba- 
tlon for such a move. Thus the 
USSR is now able to present itself 
as still a firm supporter of tbe 
Arab cause but also ag the super- 
power capable — like its rival — 
of mediating, officlating, and even 
ensuring a settlement. Moscow 
has, it is true, sought to project 
this Image in the past without 
renewing relations with Israel. 
Hopefully Gromyko provided 
Allon with a-clearer picture of just 
when Moscow Is planning to make 
this move.

One of the country’s biggest social problems is that of talented youngsters from so-called disadvantaged 
backgrounds who fail te finish school. In an effort to give them a “second chance,” Tel Aviv University 
has set up a Special Preparatory Programme which grooms these youngsters for higher studies. SARAH 
HONIG talks to the Programme's director YERUCHAM COHEN and to his assistant MICHA STERNAU. 


WE'LL CALL HIM Yehoshua. The 
name [5 fictional but the story is 
not, 

He ἰ8 now in his tate twenties, 
but was a amall child when he 
came here from his native Iraq. 
Since then he and his illiterate, 
seml-invalid mother have shared 
ἃ number of me'abarot (transit 
camps) and slum dwellings. 
Yehoshua sat through several 
years of elementary school which 
made very little impact on him. Car- 
ing for his mother and making 
whatever little money he couid to 
help out came firat. 

He was almost turned down by 
the army. He was found to be 
so marginally literate as to 
be classified as unsuitable for 
milltary service. But then the 
army opened its ‘“‘second-chance" 
programme for youths such as 
himself, and a girl soldier began 
teaching him how to read and 
write. It was elementary school 
all over again, except that he was 
grown-up, In uniform, more 
receptive and very much more 
“motivated than he had been at the 
age of six. Yehoshua began to 
evince a, veritable thirst for learn- 


. ing, and after he left the service .

“THE PSYCHOLOGICAL effect 
is highly significant. The graduate 
may be the first in his 
neighbourhood to have made it 
into a university and his signa! to 
the others ja that it is not an im- 
possible route to travel. It en- 
courages younger kids to make an 
effort." 

Cohen adds: “It's hard to !m- 
ngine the effect on the family just 
to have a son In a preparatory 
programme here. It doesn't 
matter that he's not yet a regular 
university student. They still 
proudly boast about their boy at 
the university. The status changes 
and with it the outlook and the 
way of life.” 

Neither Cohen not Sternau foar 
for their students’ success in the 
face of flerce competition once In 
α regular university framework. 
They feel the preparatory courses 
are Intensive enough to fortify 
them. Sternnu, however, voices 
other apprehonslons. ‘Tt would be 
desirable for the graduate to go 
back to his development town or 
neighbourhood and help others 
with a background similar to his 
own. But the tendency is to turn 
one’s back to that world and es- 
cape it. We see this among U.S. 
blacks. This puts in doubt his 
potential contribution to the solu- 
tion of social problems." 

In a very unexpected way the 
same preparatory programme 
provides a way of entering a vast- 
ly different world from that of the 
disadvantaged student's 
childhood. Cohen relates that 
from the very outset, the policy 
waa to achieve a social mingling 
of the participants in the various 
university special programmes, 
''s0 that we won't have an 
American ghetto or lonely new 
immigrants. They live together aa 
dormitory roommates, where 
they cook and fight together. They 
participate in joint social and 
cultural activities. The result 1s 
not just social integration — but 
marriages," he chuckles. “Some 
of our alum and development town 
boys ended up marrylng 
American or new immigrant 
girls. It's always Β local boy anda 
newcomer girl, because the 
former, past their. military ser- 

vice, tend to he older.”

WE HAD TO HAVE goose for 
dinner recently — had to because 
our supply of goose fat for cooking 
had run out, And in a good 
Hungarian-style kitchen, how do 
you make chopped liver or cholent 
or even schnitzel without home- 
rendered fat? Α 
Actually, it was not my 
Hungarian mother-in-law, but my 
Amerloan mother who noticed 
with surprise on a visit here that 
- the poultry counters do not sell 
old-fashioned Jewlah schmaliz 
(chicken fat). And our chickens 
looked too lean to yield any 
home-made schmuelis. 

. Schmalis-lovers can take heart 
from the fact that the large frozen. 
chickens, being marketed as Size 
8, contain enough fat to.render at 
home. You may not get large 
quantities, but if you follow the in- 
structions I got from the 
nutritioniat and cookbook author 
Lilian Cornfeld, you should get 
some cooking fat, and some fried 
akin (griebenes) in the bargain. 

From ἃ large chicken, cut off 
the yellow fat from under the 
wings and around the tatl, along 
with some skin. Cut It up In pieces.

Vegetable of] and margarine are 
in vogue — but the taste just isn’t 
the same. Goose fat, by the way, 
has a slight smoky flavour 
(similar to, pardon the expres- 
sion, bacon). In fact, smoked 
goose breast when fried makes & 
good kosher “bacon.” 

The Hgg and Poultry Board 
recently increased the variety of 
frozen chickena to three grades, 
‘in order to give the public more 
choice." Contrary to popular ορί- 
nion, the larger Size 2 and 3 
chickens are no tougher and not 
very much older than the most 
Popular, and most expensive, Size 
1. The Board's Director, Mr. 
Ya'akov Doron, says that: Size 1 
frozen chickens must be under 
1.400 kilo in weight, cleaned for 
packaging, and they are seven to 
‘nine weeks old. Size 2 weighs 1.400 
to 1,650 kilo and are nine to eleven 
weeks old. Size 3.run 1.650 kilo and 
up (to slightly over two kilo), and 
‘are eleven to thirteen weekg at the 
time of slaughter, , ι

For 
those who like small birds, the 
Board is coming out with a ‘“mint- 
chicken,'' which will weigh 
between $00 grams and 1.100 kilo. 
Limited quantities have already 
gone out to grilled-chicken 
restaurants, and the super- 
markets should get them in the 
coming weeks. 

The quantities of chicken sold 
frozen rather than fresh has 
skyrocketed in the past year, Mr. 
Doron commented. Laat 
November, only 600 tons of frozen 
chickens were marketed, while- 
the figure for this August was 2,- 
750 tons. Frozen chickens today 
account for nearly 40 per cent of 
the market. The Board would like 
to encourage the sale of chickens 
slaughtered and frozen at com- 
mercial slaughter houses — both 
for reasons of hygiene and, though 
it fan't often stated publicly, for 
the producer's own convenience. 
It is much easier to balance 
scasonal surpluses and shortages 
if the chickens go through the 
commercial slaughter-houses, 
where they can be stored in deep- 
freeze until the market demands 
them. 

For the past half year or 80, 
government subsidies on chickens 
have been given not directly to the 
farmers, but to the conimercial 
slaughter and packing houses, for 
the frozen birds only. The 
wholesale price of live chicken 
has remained a steady IL7.10 a 
kilo over the past half year, Mr. 
Doron told me. Any fluctuations in 
the price of fresh chicken, in the 
open markets and butcher shops, 
reflect the difference in profits 
which the middlemen are getting, 
not the farmer, Mr, Doron said, 
The frozen chicken, he explained, 
is being subsidized to the tune of 
about IL2 per kilo. Eventually, the 
Government hopes to phase out all 
subsidies on chickens and market 
them at “realistic” prices, but 
this will not occur for another two 
years or more, it is felt.

Introducing 
tabouli 


A REFRESHING change has 
swept through the study of history 
recently. Instead of worrying 
about kings, princes and viziers, 
scholars today are concerned with 
ordinary people — what work they 
did, how they dressed and what 
they ate. 

One noted scientist, who bases 
his findings on such sources as 
mediaeval travel journals and 
even paintings, reports that con- 
sumption of meat, vegetables and 
bread was far lower during that 
périod. Instead, the common peo- 
ple, at least, subsisted largely on 
semi-liquid gruel made from 
various grains and cereals. 

The scholar pointed out that the 
porridge of the Scots is a direct 
carryover from that period. What 
he might have mentioned, had it 
been of interest to his western 
readers, was that many of our 
Middle Eastern “‘salada,"’ such as 
hummus, have ἃ similar 
background. Now elegant hors 
d’oenvres, they once formed the 
basic diet in our region. 

One such dish, taboull, a chewy 
burghul salad, delicately 
flavoured with mint, has too often 
been neglected. Since it involves 
no cooking, it might well have 
been the mainstay of those too 
poor to even own cooking stoves. 


TO PREPARE iabouli simply 
take a few cups of burghul, the 
finer the better and soak It in a 
large bowl of water for about an 


nour. Those with dentures τη 
have to soak the burghu 
two hours. ee ol 

After testing a few bits, drain 
off the excess water and sneoze 
the burghul in either your hands, 
or, if you're fussy, in a clean dish 
towel.

Suspl- 
cion had fallen on Cain, they 
reminded everybody, not because 
he'd been caught in the act, but 
because there just wasn't anyone 
else around in the world at the 
time. Cain himself had argued at 


first that the prosecution hadn't a 
leg to stand on, and had even put 
in some terse remarks about poor 
security arrangements in the 
field. 

The question of motive was 
never cleared up satisfactorily 
either. The suspect had grown up 
in a happy home, ag even the 
police were forced to admit, 
and his parents' marriage 
had been harmonious from the 
rib. The prosecution was further 
hampered by the fact that its 
prime witness, Adam, had reach- 
ed the advanced age of 782 years 
and knew nothing any more ex- 
cept Eve his wife. 

It was at this point in the 
proceedings that Cain had sudden- 
ly cracked and confessed. Accor- 
ding to his version now, the Lord 
had respected Abel's offering and 
not his'n, a plece of flagrant dis- 
crimination which had provoked 
the said incident and resulted in 
the annihilation of a quarter of 
mankind. 

A majority of the absolutely- 
aligned nations, getting: pretty 
thirsty for the yellow Hquid, began 


to wonder aloud whether Cain's. 


confession hadn't been got out of 
him under undue preasure. Accor- 
ding to them one had to consider 
the so-called “slaying” in view of 
the brazen provocation that had 
gone before, like that the soil on 
which Abel had been standing at 
the time had been Cain's. The 
chief Pakistani delogate spoke for 
many when he summed up the 
event as follows:

“We suggest that thia incident 
would never have occurred if 
Abel's sheep hadn't trespassed on 
Cain's fields to start with. When 
Cain saw himself virtually dis- 
possessed of his own land his 
countenance fell and he bent to 
pick it up. Abel, quick as a devil 
to exploit his brother's lowly posi- 
tion, made to rise up against him, 
whereon Cain did what he did out 
of sheer self-defence..." 


A PETITION in this vein was sub- 
mitted to UN Secretary-General 
Waldheim, and 28 non-aligned 
nations asked for a new debate on 
the subject. Their demand was 
supported by the EEC foreign 
ministers in view of the fact that 
winter was ‘acumen in," though 
the wording of their proposal was 
somewhat more evenly balanced, 
blaming the regrettable incident 
equally on both brothers. The 
USSR delegate put his own Inter- 
pretation on the affair when he 
announced: : 

“None of thig would have 
happened if the deceased hadn't 
wilfully insisted on superior

‘Isn't it time," asked this promi- 
nent magazine, “to re-examine 
the facts ina more sober light, un- 
influenced by obsolete texts?" 

Scandinavian students 
demonstrated for Cain’s 
rehabilltation, their banners 
quoting the official Soviet en- 
dorsement of ‘'Cain's legitimate 
right to respectable offerings."' 
One ''Pravda” editorial went so 
far as to call the ban on Cain a 
“ridiculous exhibition,”’ and im- 
plicity accused the good Lord of 
fishing in troubled waters. The 
Chinese delegate then accused the 
Soviets in turn of ‘‘equivocation,"' 
and for the first time put the 
blame squarely on Abel. Colonel 
Gaddafi went one better on that 
when he got up at the General 
Assembly and screamed that the 
world had treated Cain lousily and 
that Abel was a “dirty killer."* 

Next Dada Idi fired off a 6,800- 
word cable, demanding in the 
name of all African nations 
liberating themselves from the 
yoke of colonialism to impose 
heavy sanctions on Abel's body, 
“like digging it out of its grave 
and throwing it into a hole in the 
ground."

As for the U.S., they wielded their - 


considerable bchind-the-sccnes 
influence to moderate the 
Proposal into one “recognizing 
Abel's active and culpable in- 
volvement in his own murder," 
yet alluding to Cain's part in the 
affair by way of a note denouncing 
“all sorts of undesirable things 
regardless." In the end this happy 
compromise was accepted un- 
anlmously, thus becoming the 
world community'a official judge- 
ment of the case. 

Cain's personal appearance at 
the Assembly turned into a grand 
occasion. He stepped onto the dais 
carrying In one hand the club with 
which he'd purged his brother, 
and in the other a large 
earthenware lamp with the yellow 
stuff inside. The famed fighter 
called upon all nations of the 
world to unite in a spirit of 
brotherly love and erase the word 
violence from their dictionaries 
for ever. 

After the applause died down, 
Cain was elected chairman of the 
“UN Subcommittee for-U-Man 
Rights" With only one abstention 
— Paraguay. In a burst of 
enthusiasm Unesco created a new 
annual award, to be presented as 
a mark of world recognition for 
contributions toward the advance- 
ment of peace on earth, and ap- 
propriately called it: the Mark of 
Cain.

Vanishing Jews 


HAIM YAVIN, ἃ sabra, served as 
Iaracl Telévision'a man in New 
York, for three years, from 1971 
onwards. He was fascinated by 
the complexity of the United 
States In general and American 
Jewlsh life in particular. As a 
result of this intcrest, he talked to 
many Jewish leaders and 
thinkers, and also shot 50,000 feet 

F of fllm, from which he has produc- 
ed two long features and three 
short itema sultable for Moked. 
Two of the shorts we have already 
seen: the two Jong films, each 
lasting 70 minutes, will be shown 
on the two coming Mondays, Oc- 
tober 6 and 13, at 9.30 p.m, I saw 
them at a preview. 

The first ''A Question of Iden- 
tity," is devoted to the question of 
what ‘“Jewishness’’ is, and 
whether il is likely to survive what 
Dr. Nahum Goldmann once called 
“the kiss of death'’ — complete 
emancipation and oquality 
through assimilation and Inter- 
marriage. Haim’s conclusions are 
very gloomy: Professor Milton 
Himmelfarb convinced him that 
by the end of the century only two 
million self-proclaimed Jews will 
be left in America; similar anxie- 
ty was expressed by Rabbi Arthur 
Hertzberg, and educator Alvin 
Schiff, who certainly know what 
they are talking about. 

Some of the shots are very 
curious. The first film shows a 
marriage performed in the UN 
chapel by a Christian minister 
and a Reform rabbi jointly. The 
bride is a Christian. and the 
groom Jewish, The rabbi 
urges them to love their fellow- 
men and the minister reads Paul 
of Tarsus' Letter. to the 
Corinthians, which, I suppose, is 

: fair enough.

: plain, with obvious anguish, that 
they had opposed the match, 
although they love Mary very

dearly, because she was not will- 
ing to convert. So, in the end, they 
had accepted the bizarre 
ceremony as better than nothing; 
they were determined to have 
some clement of Jewishness In 
their son's marriage. 

While I am not renowned as a 
champion of Jewish Orthodoxy, I 
must confess that even I found 
this example of ecumeniclty 
somewhat startling, and 
wondered whether honour would 
not have been better satisfied by a 
almple civil marringe, which did 
net make a mockery of religion. 

The film is given a thread by 
having a protagonist, Maurice 
Orkin, who saya that he has tried 
everything — sex, art, religion —~ 
In an effort to find a meaning to 
hia life, In the last resort, he seta 
out to discover his identity: What 
is a Jew? Why be a Jew? Accor- 
ding to the film, millions of 
American Jews, like jesting 
Pilate, don't even bother to wait 
for an answer. 


THE SECOND PROGRAMME Is 
more encouraging: It 1s devoted to 
those Jews, the avowed Zionists 
and lovers of Israel, who solve the 
Problem of identity by a 
passionate attachment to the 
Jewish state. One shot that all 
woebegone JIasraeli taxpayers 
must see is of a man being put un- 
der pressure by U.J.A. torturers 
to cough up a quarter of his annual 
salary for Israel. This donation, 
coming on top of his ordinary tax- 
es for Uncle Sam, means that he 
hag to dip into savings. 

We aiso see something of the 
anti-Semitic young Jews of the 
New Left. An encouraging sign is 
that Haim did not know what I 
was talking about when I asked 
him about the anti-Semitic Jews 
on the right, the American Coundil 
for Judaism people — they-seem. 
to have crept into the woodwork.

AGE HAS NOT mellowed the 
Cauditlo.

Some 
enlightened nations have 
withdrawn their ambassadora
